An Ainnteur forger. 


The interest which somehow or other 


invariably attaches to ingenious roguery ig 
strongly roused 
in Paris, and indeed 


througnout France, just iiuw, by a cane 
which is about to come on before the 
court of assizes here. The hero is a man 
enjoying what the French call "unexposi- 
tioit-'' iu his part of tho country (the neigh- 
borhood of Aiigoulerac.) 
He has an inde- 


pendent income of £500 a year—a fortune 
in those distant regions—he was on terms 
of intimacy with Monsieur le Perfect, and 
the great men of the department, the 
president of the imperial courtj the receiver 
of taxes, &c., were all ready to own him us 
their friend. 
He is DOW in jail and awaiting 


his trial. The manner in wLich he got 
there readb like a chapter in " Oril Bias." 
For several years a number of i'orged 200f. 
notes have been p/esented to tho Bank of 
France for payment, but so cleverly was the 
forgery executed that it required the eye of 
an experienced cleric to detect the fraud. 


The bank not uufrequently introduced 


some modifications in the design of the 
notes, but after a short time these modifica- 
tions were accurately copied by the forger: 
in short, the only means of detection were 
the uou-concordunce of the capital letter 
murking tile series with the number of the 
notes. The bank authorities, interested in 
not throwing any discredit on its amnll 
notes, invariably cashed the forged notes. 
I may here observe that the French, 
unlike English bank notes, are numbered 
at the corner in small figures, so that irt 
receiving them in payment very lew people 
notice the number.) 
The forger, like a 


sensible man, did not deluge the market 
with notes. He issued about £80 worth of 
them every year, and tho game has lasted 
so long that the bank 'has cashed them to 
the amount of about .£7,000, without the 
slightest cue as to the whereabouts of their 
expert competitor. 


One of the officials of the establishment, 


the secretary-general, to whom this unpleas- 
ant affair caused a good deal of annoyance, 
was Udking about it, some aays ago, to a 
friend oi hiSj a commissary of police i;i 
Paris, and asked him if he knew of any- 
one who would design some modification in 
the form or design of the notes, so as to 
render them incapable of imitation. " I 
have your man/! replied the officer. " It is 
a friend of mine, a gentleman who lives in 
the country, lie amused himself in engrav- 
ing, quite en amateur, but lie is wonderfully 
skilful]. I will introduce him to you the next 
time he comes to town." The " uniateuv'' 
soon canie up to town, he was introduced 
to the secretary, had a long conversation 
with him on thu subject, and showed 
him- 


self so thorougly conversant with bank 
note manufacture as to create a strong im- 
[irnssioii on his mind that the forger was no 
one but himself. 
I 


He luid an interview with the commissa- 


ry of police aforesaid, and plainly told him 
" if these forged notes are manufactured in 
France your friend is the manufacturer." 
" W bat an idea!1' retorted the other. " ily 
friend is a most respectable man ; he liv,-s 
in the country, in the environs of Angou- 
leinc. He receives ail the autliorities,"tIiH 
bishop, the prefect-, &c." " Precisely.— 
That strengthens my conviction/' retorti-d 
the shrewd secretary. 
"All the for«i;d 


notes reached us fr<.m Angouleu.'C." lie 
did not, 
however, press the iiuutiii- at, the 


time, but on setting inquiries on foct hedis 
covered that the honovw.l ho-u of the prefect, 
though living in the ;-.j'jr,try on hia income 
of ;Cj(l() a year, frequently 
c»;uii» to town, 


and lived there in great style. A! length 
he prevailed on the commissary of police 
to go down and see his friend in the coun- 
try, and do a litt!« bit of espionage. 


He went down there a couple of weeks 


ago under the pretext of shooting, and uf- 
ter a few days' sport and a good dinner, til'! 
police commissary artfully suggested some 
improvements in the ground. The friend 
objected to the expense. 
Upon which the 


commissary, steadily fixing his eyes on l:is 
face, replied, '• Nonsense. 
When a man 


has the power to coin money as yon have,'1 
whereupon the host's face flushed all over. 
The matter passed off, however,: and the 
commissary of police returned to Paris, 
convinced of the guilt of his friend. 
Hia 


arrest was accordingly decided on. 


Two clever detectives were sent down to 


" study the ground " and pick up informa- 
tion, for the law papers tell us the arrest of 
a man in daily communication with all the 
authorities in the county was vnc-Iresjaroise 
affaire. 
About ten days ago he went out 


shooting, when the officer commanding the 
gendarme of the department, "one of his 
intimate friends," joined him, and aftersoitis 
conversation, appeared struck with the beau- 
ty of his fowling piece, a ehefd/ceuore of his 
own manufacture, and asked him to let him 
look at it. 
No sooner had he the musket, 


in his possession than the gendarme pulled 
a warrant out of his pocket and informed 
him that he was his prisoner. 


His house was searched from top to but- 


torn, but nothing was found there, and he 
would have in all probability escaped, for 
wasitof proof against him, when one of the 
detectives caught a furtive glance at a piece 
of furniture which had been alreadysearch- 
ed. It was broken to pieces, and a roll of 
forged notes were found in a secret drawer. 
Further search discovered the plates from 
which they were printed, concealed ii; an 
old wine barrel. It is premised that he 
used common writing paper, 
which, by 


means of pumice-stone, he reduced to the 
requisite degree of thinness, and by means 
of which lie imitated the water mark of the 
real notes. The penalty attached to this 
ingenious offence is hard "labor at the hulks 
for life. 


The measure of the strength of a thing 


is the measure of the strength of the weak- 
est part. To put in in simple phrase, the 
strength of your table is the strength of your 
weak leg, not that of the sound ones. Ap- 
ply this rule to character, and at once many 
things are explained. 
"We have all been 


perplexed at the numerous brilliant failures 
we have observed—men with talents so fine 
and promise so great accomplishing little or 
nothing iu the life-battle : and we arc puz- 
zled daily at the learned, able men whn.se 
judgments are all awry, and who founder 
in great seas of light. They are victims to 
this severe law of mentnl mechanics, which 
renders their strength of character only up 
to the level of their weaknesses—fatal "rifts 
within '(he lute" too often making the "mu- 
sic mute."

With Freedom's soil beneath our feet, 


And Freedom's banner streaming o'er as I 


Wo Battle Expected In Kentucky. 


The peopl« of the west have been wait- 


ing for weeks and months for a battle in 
Kentucky. Having given up all hopes of 
a forward movement of our armies any- 
where else, they hav-j generally thought 
that the way would be open for our Ken- 
tucky forces, as soon as the bridge across 
Green river should be completed, and that 
there could be no reason then why an at- 
tempt should not be made to clear the ene- 
my oat of Bowling Green. It has taken a 
great while to build that bridge. 
We ex- 


cused that because of its length and 
diffi- 


cult construction, being about a thousand 
feet long ; bat we now learn that only two 
spans were destroyed by the enemy, and 
one of the piers. 
We had notice, last 


week, that by Saturday the bridge would 
be finishec. and that the army would then 
advance. We had further intelligence that 
ali the regulars of Gee. Buell's army, a 
large force of cavalry and several batteries 
of artillery had crossed in advance, and 
that so soon as the bridge should be done, 
the remainder, about 60,000 strong, would 
also go over Green river, and attack the 
enemy. 


We LOW learn from tha army correspon- 


dent of the Cincinnati Gazette, writing 
from Locisviiie, Jan. 2, that Gen. Buell 
has not crossed Green river with 60,000 
men ; iu fact he has oot made any percep- 
tible advance, and that the correspondent 
learns from the highest authority that " it 
is an absolute certainty that no general ad- 
vance or aggressive movement on onr part 
towards Bowling Green is intended for at 
least two weeks to come." 
While we were 


all anxious about a battle in Kentucky on 
Friday and Saturday, Gen. Buell, it ap- 
pears, had no expectation of such an event, 
as he was, on Thursday eveneng, " cosily 
established, in his room at the hotel (in 
Louisville) wrapped in his dressing gown 
and smoking his cigar, as if his day's 
work were dor.e, anc! there was nothing in 
the world to disturb him." 


Is this the way to prosecute the war ? 


We don't know anything about military 
matters, bat it strikes us that it is not the 
manner in which Napoleon, Wellington, 
Jackson, Greene, Wayne, Garibaldi, and 
other military men of genius prosecuted 
their campaigns. 


^ The people are waiting for battles, and 
they will soon demand that our armies shall 
be led forward to victory. They will not 
be amnsed much longer by "great expec- 
tations" ftom immense naval expeditions 
which never amount to anything, and by 
tremendous diplomatic letters announcing 
the settlement of questions which are not 
settled. 


Tl»c Nation*! Finances. 


We have received from a friend at Wash- 


ington a pamphlst explaining and recom- 
mending the plan of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for a system of national currency 
and finance. This plan has been embodied 
in a bill and presented to congress, by the 
finance committee of the house. 
We have 


heretofore given a synopsis of it. 
Our read- 


ers will remember that it proposes a nation- 
al free banking system, very similar to that 
in operation in this state, with the excep- 
tion that the security is to be United States 
stocks, instead of state stocks as is in vogue 
here. 


Oar experience with that kind of bank- 


ing ia this state is not favorable. 
The 


banker absorbs teo much of his capital in 
securities, and it is almost impossible to 
prevent what we call " wild cat banking." 
With the whole national territory, on which 
to locate « wild cats," we should soon have 
irredeemable and fraudulent currency in 
abundance. 
We cannot, for these, and va- 


rions other reasons, favor this system. 


It will also, consume too much time to 


get it into operation, to relieve the necessi- 
ties of the national treasury, which are im- 
minent. It would be better to issue treas- 
ury notes to a certain extent, and make them 
a legal tender. At the game time provis- 
ion should be made to fond these notes, if 
the holders desire it. 


At the foundation of any plan of nation- 


al finance there should be a system of dU 
rect taxation, which should yield a large 
sum annually; much more than has yet 
been proposed. This tax should not be 
imposed apon land alone, but upon stills, 
distilled liquors, tobacco, bank notes, car- 
riages, legacies, paper evidences of debt, 
mortgages, &c., a long list of which might 
be made. The people ought to be willing to 
pay more than the interest on the war debt, 
and we believe they are disposed to do so! 
[We ought not to liquidate our expenses too 
^ easily. It leads to lavish disbursements, 
aud inattention to the manner of the ex- 


snditare. Let one good heavy war tax bo 


d, and the » how not to do it" policy of 


arrying on our war would be at an end.

the slave property of the rebels, when the 
most active means should be taken to sup- 
press the rebellion—sparing nothing, and 
apologizing to nobody for our actions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 


The long contested land claim between 


James H. Lane and Gains Jackson, in- 
volving the title to a valuable quarter sec- 
tion of land adjoiuicg Lawrence, Kansas, 
has been finally dec-.ded by the commis- 
sioner of the land office, commissioner of 
Indian affairs and the secretary of the inte- 
rior unequivocally in favor of Gen. Lane. 
The merits of the case have been exhaust- 
ably presented on both sides by eminent le- 
g_al advisers and involved the original par- 
ties in a personal conflict on the claim, 
resulting in the wounding of General Lane 
and the death of Gains Jackson. 


The case has excited great interest

_ HOUSE.—Mr. Conklmg, rising to a ques- 
tion of privilege, called attention to the fact 
that on the second day of the session a res- 
olution was adopted with reference to the 
battle of Ball's Bluff. 
The resolution pro- 


posed no investigation into any future trans- 
action whatever. It simply requested the 
secretary of war to inform the house wheth- 
er auy steps have been taken to ascertain 
who was responsible for the disaster. 
The 


resolution was handed to the adjutant gen- 
eral, who submitted it to the commander-in- 
chief. He, Mr. Uonkling, was unwilling to 
believe that the Commander-in-chief had 
read the resolution, because he could not 
impute to him the design to trifle with the 
house, and return an evasive answer. 


If he did read it he certainly misunder- 


stood its purport; he seemed to have re- 
ceived the impression that a future inquiry 
wag to be instituted and that of a very gen- 
eral character, and he accordingly express- 
ed an opinion to the Adjutant General, 
which was reported to the secretary of war, 
and by the latter transmitted to the house. 
The answer to the resolution did not inform 
the house' that steps had been made to show 
who was to blame for the Balls Bluff disas- 
ter. The response was evasive. Now, this 
was a disregard of the privilege of the 
house, which ought to receive and requires 
a prompt notice. Unless we consent to a 
trampling on our rights, we should watch 
with a jealous eye the right of whole;3ome 
inquiry.

The inquiry related to a great national 


calamity, and to the most atrocious milita- 
ry murder ever committed in our history 
and tho moat humiliating triumph of the 
rebellion ; a blander so gross that every 
man cuu see it, and no one has ever dared 
to deny or defend it. Besides the defeat, 
and the large loss of arms and munitions 
of war, there was a sacrifice of 930 men 
Ihe resolution to which he, Mr. Conklin?

Knees a'nd ask pardon. If Col. Baker was 
responsible, most lamentably has he suf- 
fered.

greater weight of guilt never rested upon 
any other man thau upon him.

fore the iron rule of martial law. ' Woman 
bids us be men and meet the occasion,'and 
under all circumstances, whispers, ' pre- 
serve the Union.' 
The hopes of onr coun- 


try, notwithstanding its perils, were greater 
now than ever before.—National Intelligen- 
cer, 2d inst.

Mo Buttle Expected in Kentucky. 


Tbo people of the west have been watt- 


ing for weeks and months for a battle in 
Kentucky. Having given up all hopes of 
a forward movement of our armies any* 
where else, they bavo generally thought 
that the way would bo open for our Ken- 
tacky forces, as soon as tbo bridge acroas 
Qrean river should bo completed, and that 
there could be DO reason then why an at- 
tempt should not bo made to clear the ene- 
my out of Bowling Green. It has taken a 
great while to build that bridge. Wo ex- 
cused that because of its length and diffi- 
cult construction, being about a thousand 
feet long j but we now learn that only two 
spang were destroyed by tho enemy, and 
one of tho piera. 
We hud notice, last 


week, that by Saturday the bridge would 
be finished, and that the army would then 
advance. 
We had further intelligence that 


all the regulars of Gen. Duell's army, a 
large force of cavalry and several batteries 
of artillery had crossed • in advance, and 
that so soon AS the bridgo should be done, 
the remainder, about 60,000 strong, would 
also go over Green river, and attack the 
enorny. 


We now learn from tbo army correspon- 


dent of the Cincinnati Gazette, writing 
from Louisville, Jan. 2, that Gen. Buell 
has not crossed Green river with 60,000 
men; in fact he has oot made any percep- 
tible advance, and that the correspondent 
learns from the highest authority that " it 
is an absolute certainty that no general art- 
vanco or aggressive movement on our part 
towards Bowling Green ia intended for at 
least two weeks to come." While wo were 
till anxious about a battle in Kentucky on 
Friday and Saturday, Gen. Buell, it ap- 
pears, had no expectation of such an event, 
aa he was, on Thursday eveneng, " cosily 
established in bis room at tho hotel (in 
Louisville) wrapped m his dressing gown 
and smoking his cigar, as if his day's 
work wore dor.e, and there was notbiug in 
the world to disturb him." 


Is this the way to prosecute the war ? 


We don't know anything about military 
matters, but it strikes ua that it is not the 
manner in which Napoleon, Wellington, 
Jackson, • Greene, Wayne, Garibaldi, and 
other military men of genius prosecuted 
their campaigns. 
.. 


Tho people are waiting for battles, and 


they will soon demand that our armies shall 
be led forward to victory. They will not 
be amused much longer by "great expec- 
tations1.' from immense navnl-expeditions 
which,never amount to anything, and by 
tremendous diplomatic letters announcing 
the settlement of questions which are not 
settled. 


; TUe National Fln»no«»> 


We have received from a friend at Wash- 


ington a pamphlet explaining and recom- 
mending tho plan of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for a uystetn of national currency 
and finance. This plan has been embodied 
in a bill and presented to congress, by the 
finance committee of the house. We have 
heretofore giren a synopsis of it. Our read- 
ers will remember that it proposes a nation- 
al free banking system, very similar to that 
in operation in this state, with the excep- 
tion that the security ia to be United States 
ttocltt, instead of state stocks as is in vogue 
hero. 


Our experience* with that kind of bank- 


ing in <this state is not favorable. Tha 
banker absorbs too much of his capital in 
securities, and it is almost impossible to 
prevent what wo call " wild cat banking." 
With the whole national territory, on which 
to locate " wild cats," we should soon have 
irredeemable and fraudulent currency in 
abundance. We cannot,"for, these, and va- 
rious other reasons, favor this system. 


It will also, consume too much time to 


get it into operation, to relievo the necessi- 
ties of the national treasury, which, are im- 
minent. It would be better to issue treas- 
ury notes to a certain extent, and make them 
a legal tender. At the same timo provis- 
ion should be made to fund these notes, if 
the holders desire it. 


At tho foundation of any plan of nation- 


al finance there should be a system of dU 
rect taxation, which should yield a large 
sum annually; much more than has yet 
been proposed. This tax should not be 
imposed upon land alone, but upon stills, 
distilled liquors, tobacco, bank notes, car- 
riages, legacies, paper evidences of debt, 
mortgages, Ac., along list of which might 
be made. The people ought to bo willing to 
pay more than the interest on the war debt, 
and wo believe they are disposed to do so. 
Wo ought not to liquidate our expenses too 
easily. It leads to' lavish disbursements, 
and inattention to the manner of tho ex- 
>anditare. Let ono good heavy war tax bo 
paid, and tho " how not to do it" policy of 
carrying on our war would be at an end. 


Now that congress has got through with 


ho holidays, wo hope that body will attend 
o this financial matter, aa jwell aa some 
bars quite us necessary, without delay.

DETROIT, Jan. 3. 


An extra session of tho Michigan legis-

The Governor's message suggests the 


liquidation of the direct federal tax, by re- 
leasing the federal government from reim- 
bursing the state on account of the war ex- 
penses to an equal amount. 


Twenty-four thousand men have been 


furnished by Michigan for the war, of 
which ten regiments are for three years ; 
one battery of artillery, and ono regiment 
of three months volunteers, have been 
raised at the expense'of the state, costing 
$539,000, of which $92,000 havo been 
refunded by the United States govern- 
ment. 


In view of the manifest disposition of 


foreign powers to intertueddlo in our do- 
mestic affairs, he recommends that provis- 
ions be umdo for tho organization of uni- 
form militia, to constitute an active force, 
to be subject to draft nt any timo; and while 
not favoring tho erection or extension of 
fortifications, ho advises the legislature to 
urge upon congress tho immediate necessi- 
ty of establishing, at some convenient point 
in tho Northwest, an arsenal and manufac- 
tory of arms and munitions of war, and al- 
so a naval station, to bo'located in Michi- 
gan, as being most advantageous, both from 
the extent of her coast and her unrivalled 
resources for ship building. 


In alluding to national affairs, he attrib- 


utes our complications abroad and our 
troubles at homo to the inactivity of the 
army, and says the people will not tamely 
submit to see our nnnied used (o protect 
tha slave property of tho rebels, when the 
most active mcaua should bo taken to sup- 
press the rebellion—sparing nothing, uud 
apologizing to nobody for our actions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 


i The long contested land claim between 
James H. Lane and Gains Jackson, in- 
volving tha title to a valuable quarter sec- 
tion of land adjoining Lawrence, Kansas, 
has been finally decided by the commis- 
sioner of th'o land oilicc, commissioner of 
Indian affairs and the secretary of the inte- 
rior unequivocally in favor of Gen. Lnne.

Ho, Mr. Uonkling, was unwilling to 
believe that the commander-in-chief had 
read the resolution, because he could not 
impute to him the design to ttifle with the 
house, and return an evasive answer. 


If he did read it he certainly miaunder 


stood its purport; he seemed to have re- 
ceived the impression that a future inquiry 
was to be instituted and that of a very gen- 
eral character, and he accordingly express- 
ed an opinion to tho Adjutant General, 
which was reported to the secretary of war, 
and by the latter transmitted to the house. 
The answer to the resolution did not inform 
the house'that steps had been made to show 
who was to blame for the Balls Bluff disas- 
ter. The response was evasive. Now, this 
was a disregard of the privilege of the 
house, which ought to receive and requires 
a prompt notice. Unless we consent to a 
trampling on our rights, we should watch 
with a jealous eye tho right of wholesome 
inquiry.

The inquiry related to a great national 


calamity, ana to the most atrocious milita- 
ry murder over committed in our history, 
nnd the moot humiliating triumph, of the 
rebellion; a blunder so gross that every 
man can see it, and no one has ever dared 
to deny or defend it. Besides the defeat, 
and the largo loss of arms and munitions 
of war, there was a sacrifice of D30 men. 
The resolution to which he, Mr. Conkling, 
refered, was prepared out of respect to the 
memory of those men, in deference to pub- 
lic propriety, and self respect to the nation.

REVELATIONS OP A REBEL WOMAN.—The

this morning, on her arrival from Old 
Point. She bails from Richmond, via Nor 
folk, under a flag of truce, with a pass from 
Jeff. Davis. She is a Marjlander, but baa 
been in the south some time. On her per- 
son, secretly concealed 
under the lin- 


ing of her bonnet, wrapped around her 
corset board, in her under garments, and 
elsewhere in her clothing, in her stockings, 
&o., were stowed away some fifty or sixty 
letters from various parties south to their 
friends hero and elswhere. 


On being searched at the police station 


she tried to eat and swallow one of the let- 
ters. She resisted boldly, but had to give 
up finally and disgorge the contraband car 
go. One of the letters was addressed to the 
Hon. Reverdy Johnson, from a person who 
had a relative a prisoner, asking him to se- 
cure bis release. Tho papers and docu- 
ments found on this woman have been for- 
warded to the authorities at Washington. 
She is held a prisoner. When informed 
that it would become necessary to search 
her she grew exceedingly bold, and threat- 
ened to shoot the officers and females hav- 
ing her in charge. She had kept n sort of 
diary, going back a week or ten days, in 
which weru noted special events.

Her end has come, Ono year ago 
sho reared her proud crest as tho head and 
front of secession ; sho sits to-day with ash- 
es strown over tho place where she once 
stood.
